When Do Children and Teens Need Vaccinations?
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Please note: Cases of pertussis (whooping cough) have increased in children, teens,
and adults in the last few years. Tragically, some infants too young to be fully pro-
tected by vaccination have died. Ask your doctor or nurse if your children have re-
ceived all the pertussis shots needed for his or her age. Also, if you haven’t had your
pertussis shot, you need to get one.
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What is “Catch-up?” If your child’s vaccinations are overdue or missing, get your
child vaccinated as soon as possible. If your child has not completed a series of vac-
cinations on time, he or she will need only the remainder of the vaccinations in the
series. There’s no need to start over.
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
